EDITORIAL COMMENT

This is New Galena; you've probably never heard of it. It's 
slightly to the west of Doylestown, though you're not about to 
find it on the map. I remember this place long before my wife 
and I moved here a year ago. It was a day's bike ride down from 
Pipersville . . . old 611, Stump Road, up and over Curly Hill. 
It hasn't changed much since I was a boy . . . a cluster of 
houses, working farm land, an almost forgotten valley on the 
road to somewhere else. Beyond the fartherest hill and Ferry 
Road, whole new villages of picture-window homes have crop- 
ped up, but New Galena remains as it was at a time before. 
Some of the people at this cross-road are in church this after- 
noon and it is quieter than usual. Indeed, if you are city-bred 
you will probably find the silence here to be deafening, any 
time, any day. 

I have invited you here to attend a concert. And I know you 
will forgive me for bringing you this far to listen to a dis- 
cordant symphony performed by amateurs. Listen . . . 


If you do not hear the music then you have not really 
traveled with me out of the pages of this magazine. And if you 
are standing with me in New Galena and you still do not hear 
the music, then you must wait a few minutes more. It takes 
a time to drown out the sound of youngsters and home, men 
and their machines ... to clear the senses of radio and tele- 
vision and the stereophonic boom of hi-fi living. Listen. . . 


Down across Mrs. Barba’s, field, the stream which usually 
trickles through this valley is far above its level, bursting at its 
seams. Perhaps you can hear it now: bragging, boasting, pushing, 
shoving, showing off. Two frightened ducks who do not seem 
to know what has happened to their lazy pool join the noise. 
Up the hill, there's the crowing of a rooster. A wasp makes his 
third orbital flight of my head, and perhaps, because I do not 
seem impressed, he disappears into space. The birds, who've 
returned from the south, are chattering with those who didn't 
make the trip this year. 


Of a sudden, it is really Spring, and the whole world, which 
is this valley, is alive with the din of Nature awakening. The 
naked trees yawn and stretch their limbs. 


I warned you that this was a discordant symphony per- 
formed by amateurs, and I hope, since I cannot put these sounds 
into words, that you have listened with your own ears, hearing 
notes that I have missed, and that you have found some beauty 
in this Spring concert. This work, repeated year after year 
since the dawn of living, will go on long after you and I have 

: spent our fitful hour upon this stage. Romantic nonsense? Show 
me then the scientific realist who can hasten this moment of 
Spring by a single second, retard it for the fraction of a minute! 
Bring to me that artist with his brush and easel who would be 
naive enough to believe that he could capture this spectacular 
for posterity! For this is the Miracle of Birth . . . and it is out 
of the hands of man. Spring is born of dead winter! 


It is Good Friday, the most solemn hour of the most solemn 
day in the Christian calendar. | mean no sacrilege in having 
invited you to a small and sleepy cross-road to share the beauti- 
ful sound of Spring at the hour in which we commemorate the 
agony and the death of the Cross. But there comes a time when 
each of us, each in his own way, must make the journey back out 
of the noise of civilization to the basic truths of life and death. 
and, indeed, our very reason for existence.

River Road, which was one 
way at that time with a short 
passing strip on the inside every 
now and then. The team on the 
outside had the right of way 
and those on the inside had to 
drive in the bypass and wait for 
those on the outside to pass. 
On the way down we came 
abreast of a farmer hauling a 
load of hay. There was no by- 
pass at that point and our horse 
got scared at the hay and we 
had a H--- of a time getting 
through. We had to go all the 
way to Lumberville to turn 
around. 

Chris Schneider had the 
lower hotel and there was a 
commercial fishery there. I do 
not know whether he or some- 
one else operated it. In the nets 
that caught the shad were a lot 
of live carp and while I did not 
see that, I heard my father 
often speak about the tank 
wagons that bought the Carp 
and hauled them to Trenton. 

| was always sentimental 
about the River Road. I had 
an automobile in 1915 and we 
would drive to New Hope on 
Sunday morning, over the 
York Road then up the River 
to Easton for late dinner. The 
Hotel at Easton was the Carl- 
ton (now torn down). The 
road up the River was still one 
way and very dusty; only a 
rock and sandy roadway. We 
took the trip every month. The 
trolleys were then running from 
Doylestown to Easton and | 
can still remember the signs 
painted on the rocks along the 
road to Easton advertising Bush 
& Bull the main store of 
Easton in those days. 

At that tiine the Canal was 
being operated and we stopped 
at a lock to see the boat go 
through. The last time I stop- 
ped was about 1925, near the 
ending of the traffic on the 
anal.

Reminisces

Hidden away in many an early American home was a so- 
called family “doctor book” containing descriptions of common 
diseases, along with recipies for concocting home remedies for 
their treatment. Most of those books contained vivid illustrations 
of the human anatomy and detailed drawings of its various parts, 
and for this reason the books were generally tucked away out 
of sight of the prying eyes of the children. What a revelation 
the kids got when they accidentally or otherwise stumbled upon 
such a book and took it from its hiding place when Mom and 
Dad went away on a visit. 


To the younger generation the remedial potions, infusions 
and herb, bark and root concoctions suggested by this “common 
sense medical adviser" were not especially appealing, it was the 
drawings that held their interest and intrigued their inquisitive 
minds. Such books are still to be found in some attic accumula- 
tions, as are some other books of a similar nature, dealing with 
“cures” for both man and beast. 


A “find” that recently came into my possession, which far 
predates the above mentioned *doctor book," deals with super- 
stitions and remedies, and no doubt today, as in those early 
days, could be classed as "pure bunk," or “hexeri.” That any- 
body would pay good money for such a book, let alone put 
faith in its prescribed "cures," is beyond comprehension, but in 
those days, as now, there were and are those who would fall 
for quacks and their wares. 


The book I speak of has “cures” for everything from chil- 
dren's fits to relieving cows that have been bewitched. Here are 
some of the "cures": 

For. the Fits of Children — Take five cents worth of marine 
glue, of which a lozenge is to be made, and between eleven and 
twelve o'clock is to be laid into a child's cap. On the third day

Think of mineral springs and 
health spas today and one 
thinks of White Sulphur 
Springs in West Virginia or Hot 
Springs in Arkansas or Virginia. 
Yesterday one thought of 
Saratoga Springs in New York 
State. 

But in the 1700s and well 
into the 1800s any fashionable 
person in the world would have 
thought immediately of the re- 
nowed resort and watering 
place . . . the Bath Springs of 
Bristol here in Bucks County! 

The Bristol Baths came into 
recognition early in the history 
of America. It is known the 
health-giving springs were in 
existence as early as 1700. The 
first settlers, however, didn't 
appreciate nature’s bounty.

council that the good purposes 
intended thereby, from the idle 
and disorderly persons who

The young man shrugged 
and lifted the form of the dead 
man back into place in the 
center of the bed and closed 
the staring eyes. 

Lucretia hurried him out of 
the room and with one linger- 
ing glance to see all was at 
peace, she shut the door. 

William Chapman was, at 
last, dead. 

Is this a scene out of the late 
fifteenth century? Is it the tale 
of a poisoning by Lucrezia 
Borgia of Italy in the Middle 
Ages? You might rightly judge 
so. But it is not. 

It is a glance into a quiet 
murder that took place in the 
quiet village of Andalusia, 
Bucks County on June 23rd, 
1831. 

The shock it produced, how- 
ever, was an explosive bomb. 


Horror, indignation and ven- 
geance swept the countryside 
in a fashion that has never 
been exceeded even by the 
Lindbergh kidnap trial over a 
century later in nearby New 
Jersey. 

The victim was 53 year old 
William Chapman, a respected 
and devoted citizen of the 
county. A native of England, 
he dedicated his life to teach- 
ing speech to stammerers. He 
headed a school for that pur- 
pose in the county. 

And the malefactors? Lu- 
cretia Chapman was William's 
44 year old wife. Attractive and 
brilliant, she was a Winslow of 
New England. Her husband 
was proud of her ancestry. But 
he knew actually only the least 
important part of it. What he 
did not know was her immedi- 
ate past. She was part of a 
notorious family of criminals! 


Her father, her three brothers, 
her two sisters and she, herself, 
were skilled counterfeiters. As 
an active member of the ring 
and top-notch penman for its 
activities, Lucretia had long 
been wanted by the law. Hid- 
den by a respectable marriage, 
she was living out a quiet 
comfortable existence with her 


hard-working husband and f 
innocent children. 

Quiet, that is, until the c 
of June 9, 1831 when 
"stroller (*tramp" to u 
came to the door looking 
a night's lodging. 

Enter: malefactor No. 2. . 
Lino Emalio Espos Y. Mi 
(With the aliases later est 
lished at the trial of: Celest 
Armantario; Emalio Zarr 
His actual name? Simply I 
trealgo. ) 

Mina, everyone called h 
he said. 

Mina was slim and har 
some with dazzling black e 
and an imaginative tongue t! 
held his listeners spellbou 
Despite an outfit of rags, 
convinced the Chapmans tl 
he was the only son and h 
of General Mina, the Mexk 
. . . Governor of Upper C: 
fornia. He was half the age 
Lucretia . . . twenty-two . 
but equally captivating . 
equally adventurous. 

Within a few days, everyc 
had taken him to their hea 
William Chapman  regarc 
him as an adopted son. T 
five Chapman children ado 
him as a built-in story-tell 
And to Lucretia . . . he v 
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spice in a long-since-dull life! 

Only a week later, Mina was 
en route to Philadelphia, pur- 
chasing arsenic. He was a taxi- 
dermist, he explained to the 
druggist. 

At administering the arsenic, 
Lucretia proved to be the 
masterful nineteenth century re- 
incarnation of the Borgia 
poisoner. The chicken soup 
was devoured by William with 
nary a sign of discontent with 
the flavor. It was necessary to 
have the same recipe chicken 
soup for few subsequent din- 
ners also. 

But the job was neat and 
unobtrusive. 

For six days, William Chap- 
man was confined to bed with a 
strange and agonizing illness. 
By afternoon of the sixth day 
he was dead. 

The children were outside 
playing in the sun. The neigh- 
bors were busy with farm 
chores. Word got around that 
fine Mr. Chapman was gone, 
and many loving, respecting 
tears flowed. The funeral was 
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quite the most well attended of 
any for a long time in that area. 

Ten days later, Mina and 
Lucretia were married. 

Then over the dough boards, 
in the wheat fields, and in the 
village inns . . . talk hummed. 
From a hum it grew to loud 
suspicions. From loud suspici- 
ons to an incessant roar of 
indignation. 

Exhume the body! was the 
cry. 

So William Chapman came 
again to the light of day and 
the true story became known. 
Arsenic. He had been poisoned. 

By now Mina and Lucretia 
had fled. Warrants were issued 
for their arrest. Before long the 
two were apprehended and 
locked safely away in the 
Doylestown jail. 

Then proceeded events of a 
trial that highlighted Bucks 
County news with the flavor 
of a gigantic carnival. Mrs. 
Chapman (she carried that 
name to her grave!) was re- 
leased due to the prevailing dis- 
like of hanging a woman. Also 


she was pregnant. Mina, then, 
took Front and Center of the 
stage as the real culprit. 

The trial was held in Doyles- 
town in April of 1832. The 
crowd was so intense, one man 
attending the trial had his ribs 
crushed in! The affair was slow 
getting underway, since Mina 
wanted half of the jury, at 
least, to be foreigners. With 
that encumbrance, the trial 
was slow starting. There was 
also the complaint by the Com- 
monwealth against having 
Quakers on the jury. This 
objection was overruled and 
probably for the only time in 
Bucks County history. Friends 
served on a murder jury. In 
fact, so incensed were even the 
Quakers, they allowed Friend 
to serve as foreman of the 
jury . . . John B. Balderston of 
Fallsington. 

Mina's counsels were Sam- 
uel Rush of Philadelphia and 
Eleazer T. McDowell of Doy- 
lestown. The Commonwealth 
was represented by District 
Attorney Thomas Ross and 
William B. Reed of Philadel- 
phia. An array of talent! A 
conviction was obtained with 
ease and the date of execution 
set at June 21, 1832. 

Doylestown was buzzing 
with the news. When a circus 
hit town that week hoping to 
cash in on the strong central- 
ization of people, it passed as 
unnoticed as a rabbit hunt. 

The spot of execution was 
carefully selected. The right 
bank of the Neshaminy, just 
above the bridge on the poor- 
house farm, of course! Visibility 
there was excellent. It was 
only the second hanging in the 
town . . . and there hadn't 
been one for 140 years! About 
10,000 people were expected 
, . . excepting, of course, those 
delicate ladies of refinement 
who were cautioned. by the 
Doylestown Intellingencer to 
draw the front curtains and re- 
tire to the back parlor when 
the procession passed. 


By early morning of the big 
day, preparations were well ac- 
complished. The Union Troop 
of Cavalry met the Mont- 
gomery County contingent of 
three companies out Upper 
State Rd. and escorted them to 
the borough. Then the Lehigh 
County troopers came, follow- 
ed by fifteen local companies 
from Yardley, New Hope etc. 
It was the largest body of mili- 
tary assembled in Bucks Coun- 
ty since the Revolution! 

At 9:30 a.m. the military 
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took up the line of march. The 
principals in the staging rode 
behind in an open wagon. 
Father Toolhouse rode on the 
rear seat; the sheriff in front 
with the driver. The convicted 
man rode majestically in the 
seat of honor with a noose 
coiled dramatically around his 
neck and the “slack” draped 
artistically about his shoulders. 
The procession moved at a 
slow, dignified pace. 

At the stopping place a 
troop of cavalry awaited the 
parade's arrival. The Nes- 
haminy flats were crowded 
with onlookers sitting on the 
“gallery” hillside. Refreshment 
stands had already done a roar- 
ing business by the time the 
procession arrived, 

Finally the prisoner was es- 
corted to the scaffolding. He 
listened to the death warrant 
being read, then chatted with 
the lawyers and the sheriff, 
while final arrangements were 
being made. Mina thanked 
General Rodgers for the good 
order he had maintained. He 
inquired as to the number of 
military. He then proceeded to 
put on a show of display and 
delay that delighted the crowds. 

He criticized the height of 
the platform. He objected to 
the size of the coffin. . . not 
nearly majestic enough! He 
wanted to learn details of the 
funeral. He asked for more 
music befitting the occasion. 
Then he climaxed the whole 
affair with the request to shake 
hands with all in the crowd who 
wished to do so! 

For a long, silent session, 
spectators happily crowded past 
delighted with the experience 
of shaking hands with a 
murderer! 

Finally the noose was tight- 
ened. 

One more thing. 

“I should like a glass of 
water.” announced the prison- 
er. A messenger was dispatched 
to the nearest spring. By now 
the crowd was getting restless. 
There were murmurs the deed 
had best be done . . . and soon. 
Fears were mounting some 
foaming steed might gallup up 
with a reprieve from Governor 
Wolf in hand! 

Mina appraised the crowds 
restlessness and impatience. 

With one final gesture of the 
showman, he announced to his 
audience he would do without 
the drink of water. He stood 
straight and looked out upon 
the now silent mass. He waved

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The 
Penniyluania Rifle 


The Gun that won the West has 


In the early eighteenth cen- 
tury a new type of firearm, the 
Pennsylvania rifle, made its ap- 
pearance in southeastern Penn- 
sylvania. 

Two centuries and more ago 
when most of Pennsylvania was 
primitive woodland, settlers 
placed chief reliance upon their 
rifles for sustenance, security 
and survival. With it the fron- 
tiersman provided food, clothing 
and protection for his family. It 
helped win several decisive en- 
gagements in the War for In- 
dependence and rendered sim- 
ilar service in the War of 1812. 
It was carried by trader, trap- 
per, Indian fighter, hunter, 
prospector and settler. The role 
of the rifle in American history 
becomes evident as the story of 
independence, expansion and 
exploitation unfolds. 

Before the heavy immigra- 
tion from the Continent began 
in the eighteenth century, snort 
heavy hunting rifles of English 
and Swiss origin were in gen- 
eral use in colonial America. 

Migrant gunsmiths found im- 
mediate welcome in their new 
home in eastern Pennsylvania. 
Conditions of the new environ- 
ment, abetted by the complaints 
and suggestions of their back- 
woods patrons, compelled the 
gunsmiths to make numerous 
changes on the older model 
rifles. They thus produced a 
distinctive weapon that was 
light in weight, graceful of line, 
sparing of powder and lead, 
and deadly accurate in the 
hands of an experienced rifle- 
man. 


A typical Pennsylvania rifle 
weighed from seven to nine 
pounds, its overall length was 
a symmetrical 55 inches from 


a Keystone State origin! 


muzzle to butt plate, and its 
.45 caliber ball could kill man 
or beast at 300 yards. Er- 
roneously named the “Ken- 
tucky" rifle because of the feats 
performed with it by Daniel 
Boone and other woodsmen in 
winning the land beyond the 
mountains, this superb weapon 
was the handiwork of several 
generations of Pennsylvania 
gunsmiths. 

The first rifle shops appeared 
along streams in and around 
Lancaster, a location that some- 
times has led to the more par- 
ticular name of the “Lancaster” 
rifle. But as settlement moved 
westward and northward, gun- 
smiths plied their trade in 
Berks, Lebanon, Lehigh, 
Northampton, Snyder and 
Union counties, and throughout 
the Cumberland Valley. Rec- 
ords show that Pennsylvania 
gunsmiths were also induced to 
migrate into several parts of 
New York colony, and at the 
time of the, American Revolu- 
tion Pennsylvania rifles were 
being made in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, and 
Georgia. 


Though Germanic in origin, | 


the perfected Pennsylvania rifle 
was the product of the talents 
of ingenious and inventive arti- 
sans of several nationalities 
whose final handiwork scarcely 


resembled the parent types from & 


which it had been developed. 
When friction between her 


“Resolved from Hanover 
Township, Lancaster Coun- 
ty, June 4, 1774; that in the 
event of Great Britain at- 
tempting to force unjust 
laws upon us by the strength 
of arms, our cause we leave 
to heaven and to our rifles." 
Early in the conflict gun- 
smithing was placed under vir- 
tual control of the Continental 
Congress which fixed the prices 
for guns, and decreed that all 
guns should be delivered to 
the patriot army upon pain of 
gunsmiths being branded as 
enemies and of being deprived 
of the tools of their trade if 


they refused. Pennsylvania rifle- 
makers helped materially to 
supply the nine companies of 
riflemen that were raised in this 
State and placed initially under 
the command of Colonel Wil- 
liam Thompson of Carlisle. 
Westward across the plains, 
over the mountains and beyond 


colonies and England reached i$

their weapons was proclaimed 
by some citizens of Lancaster 
County, 


the sunsets this historic firearm 
was carried by hunter, trader, 
prospector and settler. Indians 
respected the “‘firestick” and 
learned to use it against the 
white intruders in many forays. 
To the south and west our 
national domain was in part 
carved out by the use of the 
Pennsylvania-type rifle in the 
war with Mexico. 

But the mid-century decades 
brought a number of changes in 
gunmaking that completely out- 
moded the older firearm. Some 
were converted into percussion 
rifles and used in the opening 
engagements of the Civil War. 
Today the flintlock is a mu- 
seum piece or a collector's item. 
To see and handle it is to ad- 
mire its beauty of line and orna- 
ment, and to remember with 
gratitude that in the hands of 
its hardy and resourceful owner 
it had helped win a continent, 
and freedom for its people.

what was the background that 
made the little brick structure 
so important. 

With the removal of the 
County Seat to Doylestown in 
1813 several prominent fami- 
lies became residents of the 
then village, among them the 
Honorable John Ross, grand- 
son of Thomas Ross of County 
Tyrone, North Ireland and 
father of Judge Henry P. Ross 
of Norristown, and the Hon- 
orable George Ross of Doyles- 
town. 

By direction of the constitu- 
tion the Seventh District was 
separated making four county 
seats. When Judge Ross came 
to the District he selected Jen- 
kintown as his residence. (His 
mother-in-law Mrs. Jenkins 


resided there.) From that place,, 


the four county seats at Doyles- 
town, Norristown, West Chest- 
er and Media were reasonably 
easy of access over stage roads; 


‘however, it seemed advisable 


that the Judge should reside in 
one of the County towns, so in 
1824 he bought from associate, 
Judge William Watts, the lot, 
tavern stand, and some other 
buildings in Doylestown. On 
this site, quite unrecognizable 
today, a blacksmith shop was 
erected in 1788, which was en- 
larged and converted into a 
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tavern known as the “Indian 
Queen". It was this building 
Judge John, Ross converted 
into a dwelling, which became 
known as the Ross Mansion, a 
very pretentious home on the 
"Square". Even then this tri- 
angular bit of land seemed 
destined for change, and in 
1897, after 73 years of stately 
elegance, the mansion was torn 
down to make way for the 
(then) new banking house of 
the Doylestown National Bank. 
(later the — Administration 
Building, and now the site of 
the new courthouse) 
Around 1829, the late 
Thomas Ross Esq. bought the 
newspaper called the “Political 
Examiner" from one Alexand- 
er Campbell. The paper was 
conducted as an anti-masonic 
paper by Heart and Seely. The 
paper was printed on old wood- 
en presses and was later called, 
the Bucks County Republican. 
Mr. Ross was admitted to 
the bar in 1829 also, and ac- 
cording to an article written by 
Caleb E. Wright, January 21, 
1885 entitled, "Four Lawyers 
of Doylestown Bar", was a 
born lawyer. With him the 
knowledge of legal principles 
was intuitive. It is said few 
brighter intellects have been

Warrington was organized as a 
township in 1734 and together 
with parts of the adjoining 
townships of Warminster, War- 


wick and New Britain occupied. 


a rather unique position in the 
early history of the county. 

The first actual settlers in the 
township were the  Scotch- 
Irish. They arrived from the 
north of Ireland about 1727. 
A year later they founded the 
Neshaminy church. They were 
a thrifty people, representing 
all classes. Being  weavers, 
smiths, shoemakers, wood 
workers, and saddlers, they 
made a useful and self-support- 
ing community and could man- 
ufacture all the necessities of a 
primitive wilderness. 

In the late 18th and early 
19th centuries, this village, 
located at the intersection of 
the old Doylestown turnpike 
and Bristol Road on Route 
611, was known as Craig’s 
Tavern and Luken’s Tavern 
respectively, borrowing the 
names from the hotel proprie- 
tors of this era. In 1860 the 
name changed to Warrington- 
ville to distinguish it from Nes- 
haminy—then Warrington 
Square. Eventually the “ville” 
was dropped and the commun-

ity christened Warrington. 

Every town has its outstand- 
ing citizens and 18th century 
Warrington was no exception. 
A resident of the town, John 
Barclay, born in 1749, led an 
ambitious life of country 
squire progressing to President 
Judge of the Bucks County 
courts. This fine citizen lends 
his exciting life to the history 
of Warrington. 

In 1775 John Barclay be- 
came part of the American 
Revolution, enlisting in the 
Continental Army from which 
he retired six years later with 
the rank of captain. The next 
rung on this man’s ladder to 
success was the position of 
Justice of Peace of Bucks 
County. Edison’s stone bridge, 
mentioned in last month’s 
Community Portrait, was con- 
structed by Barclay and some 
of his associates. During the 
next decade John Barclay was 
a member of the Constitution- 
al Convention, Mayor of Phila- 
delphia, first president of the 
State Bank of Pennsylvania, 
one of the founders of the In- 
surance Company of North 
America and first president of 
the Bank of Northern Liberties, 
climbing ever upward to reach 
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his ultimate goal of President 
Judge of Bucks County Courts. 

In the late 18th century 
Judge Barclay built a lovely 
colonial stone house in War- 
rington. This home is situated 
across the street from the War- 
rington Inn (one of the finest 
restaurants in Bucks County). 
When his wife died, Barclay 
sold his home to Benjamin 
Hough and moved to Philadel- 
phia leaving a colorful past be- 
hind him—a past that War- 
rington claims with pride. 

The colonial estate remained 
in the Hough family for fifty- 
one years. The Hough, kins- 
men of the Simpson and Grant 
families, 
Ulysses Simpson Grant (Gen- 
eral Grant) in this home dur- 
ing his vacations from West 
Point Military Academy where 
he was a student. 

This estate can still be 
admired in present-day War- 
rington, a community that has 
progressed to great stature in 
recent years. 

The Barness family has done 


‘a great deal for contemporary 


Warrington. In the past twenty 
years the population of this 
community has jumped from 
1300 to Orne 5000, two thirds 


entertained Cadet. 
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of which has been housed in 
homes built by Barness. Re- 
creation for the youth of War- 
rington is provided for in Bar- 
ness Field, the only recreation 
field in the township. The new 
Warrington Shopping Center, 
to be completed later this year, 
is also a Barness project. 


The Warrington Industrial 
Park has sold sixteen sites to 
date and 5 plants are already in 
operation. The latest in educa- 
tional facilities are found in 
Tamanend, a brand new junior 
high school in Warrington. The 
town also boasts of a nearby 
Nike Base, a State Police bar- 
racks and the enterprising War- 
rington Airport. 

A unique feature of War- 
rington is the Zaks Deer Farm, 
an attraction to young and old 
alike. Travelers on Route 611 
often stop to rest and enjoy 
feeding and watching these 
graceful animals.

34 cup water 

lf cup melted butter or margarine 

| teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon pepper 
Thaw chicken. Combine toasted bread cubes, cashew nuts, 
celery, poultry seasoning, water and 3 tablespoons butter. Place 
stuffing in an ablong (2-quart) baking dish. Sprinkle salt and 
pepper over thawed chicken. Place chicken parts on top of 
stuffing. Brush chicken with half of remaining butter. Bake in 
a slow oven (350°F.) for 11% hours. Baste occasionally with 
remainder of butter while chicken bakes.

COURSE ON BABY CARE 


Parents want to make sure 
their baby’s growth is whole- 
some both in mind and body. 
This takes some scienitific 
know-how and good common 
sense, says Frances Vannoy, 
Bucks County extension home 
economist.

There are certain areas in 
Bucks County where there has 
always been a visiting nurse

service available to the resi- 
dents, on a_ fee-for-service 
basis. Now the Bucks County 
Department of Health through 
its nursing division is extend- 
ing this service to all areas of 
Bucks County. 

It is important for families 
to realize that a visiting nurse 
or the public health nurse giv- 
ing nursing care in the home is 
only supplementary to the 
twenty-four hour attention 
given by the family members. 
Home nursing care will help 
you to give better care to the 
ill person in your home. In- 
structions and assistance from 
the public health nurse will 
help the family give this care 
much more rapidly and more 
effectively. 

The Sucks County Depart- 
ment of Health nurses cannot 
give nursing care in a home 
beyond the first visit without 
the orders of a doctor. A doc- 
tor must be in charge of the 
patient. The public health 
nurse can demonstrate the pro- 
cedures the doctor orders. The 
professional nurses service on 
an hourly basis cannot meet all 
the nursing needs the patient. 
During most of every day 
someone in the family must 
take over his care. 

If you need assistance in 
the home nursing care situa- 
tion, please feel free to call the 
Bucks County Department of 
Health at any of the three 
offices: Doylestown, 50 N.

Features to Look for 
In Men's Socks 

Socks and hose are usually 
bought a pair or two at a time, 
so that it is easy to overlook 
the long-term cost. But hosiery 
dollars may be stretched with 
attention to buying and care. 
Bucks county home extension 
economist Frances Vannoy 
offers these tips, 

Most men’s and boy’s socks 
are circular knit, that is, the 
knitting is continuous with no 
seams at the heel or foot. Socks 
are made of a variety of fibers 
including cotton, wool, silk, 
rayon, nylon, the acrylics, or 
combinations of these fibers. 

Nylon is the strongest and 
longest wearing fiber. It adds 
shrink resistance to wool socks 
and wear resistance in rein- 
forced areas, but lacks absorb- 
ency. Rayon compares well 
with silk in wear and appear- 
ance, and is less expensive. 

A square heel gives the best 
reinforcement. Heel reinfor- 
cement should reach above the 
point where the back’ of the 
shoe rubs against the sock, or 
in men’s socks three to three 
and Lo inches from the bot- 
tom. Toe reinforcement should 
cover the joints of all toes or 


the sock will pucker and be too 
tight. 

When shopping look for tags 
or information printed on the 
sole of the sock that tell fiber 
content,  colorfastness, and 
added reinforcement. On wool 
hose, check for shrink resist- 
ance.

GIRL SCOUTS 
BIRTHDAY YEAR 

In word association tests, 
made here and there, the words 
"Girl Scouts" are too often 
answered by: "cookies" in- 
dicating surely that too many 
individuals think only of Girl 
Scouts when they come around 
selling cookies. Granted the 
cookies are quite palatable and 
certainly enthusiastically sold, 
Girl Scouting runs deeper than 
door-to-door selling. This year 
is the 50th Birthday of this 
organization in the United 
States. There are now over 3,- 
500,000 girls and adults cele- 
brating the Birthday year. 

In January of 1947, the 
Bucks County Council was

granted a charter with a total 
of 1,108 girls and 339 adults. 
Before this time there had 
been scattered troops through- 
out the county with their lead- 
ers depending on information 
which they could secure from 
Philadelphia, Trenton, and at 
times from New York City. 
Whenever possible the leaders 
met to discuss their problems 
and arrange some sort of pro- 
graming in an effort to keep 
the troop meetings on a higher 
evel thap gathering in the 
kitchen to make fudge or pull 
toffey. Then as now, the out- 
standing interest of the 
girls was outdoor pro- 
grams, whether hikes, cooking 
over a camp fire, or sleeping 
in a tent. The leaders really 
had to work to keep ahead of 
the girls. Cookies were sold by 
the individual troops and some 
of the original leaders remem- 
ber what an awesome project 
it was to sort and pack the 
home-made cookies, some of 
them jaw-breakers, so the girls 
could approach their neighbors 
with a good sales talk. 

Two day camps were estab- 
lished in 1947 and now the 
camping programs, supported 
by the cookie profits, include 
their own Camp To-hi-ka-nee 
purchased in 1953 and in- 
creased in 1959 to 235 acres, 
with participation in a camp 
in the Poconos, and two large 
day camps, one in each end of 
the County. In 1947 only 155 
girls were provided with a camp- 
ing experience—today, through 
day camps, troop camping, and 
established camps, nearly 4,- 
000 have an opportunity to get 
"right down to the good old 
earth." Fortunately not all Girl 
Scouts are interested in the 
same activities or the Bucks 
County Council would have to 
sell a great many more cookies 
to accommodate them.

known here. The rise of Mr. 
Ross in his profession was 
rapid. In less than three years 
after admission to the bar this 
young man was given, by 
Recorder Mcllvane of Phila- 
delphia, the most important 
criminal case by far, ever tried 
in the county, known as the 
Andalusia Tragedy of Mina 
and Mrs. Chapman. It was this 
celebrated trial that placed him 
at once in the front rank with 
his professional brethern. 
(After his successful prosecu- 
tion of Mina, portrayed as a 
dashing young Spaniard, black- 
guard, rascal and such, Mr. 
Ross’ mother wrote a pathetic 


Ross, the latter two great 
grandsons of Judge John Ross. 
The triangular bit of land 
bounded by North Main Street 
and East Court Street, in one 
hundred seventy three years 
has had a few changes, but all 
serving a purpose in their day. 
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Did you know that Doyles- 
town was once the home of a 
distillery that barrells and bar- 
rells of Apple Jack each day? 

When l1 was a boy, our 


family ran the Heist Distilleries 
on East Ashland Street, Doy- 
lestown. The plant covered a 
great deal of the East end of 
town. The lane that ran into 
the distillery was what is now 
Golf View Road. 

During apple season, farmers 
would bring in their apples on 
board bottom wagons or hay 
racks, (as there were no trucks 
then) They would line up on 
East Ashland Street. There 
were times, at peak season 
wagons would be lined up for 
two ‘squares waiting to get to 
the scale house! 

Elwood Barber, owned the 
field where the Ely house 
(Golfview Road) is now 


located, and we had to rent 


this from him each year to 
dump extra apples. They came 
in so fast, it was impossible to 
keep up with the supply. 

The apples were weighed as 
they came in, and then taken 
to the cider mill (located on

The mill was run by a 
steam engine. There were four 
presses in the mill and each 
would press 90 bushels of 
apples at a time. We ran the 
mill 24 hours a day in season. 
During the night-time hours we 
worked by oil lanterns. All 
apples were shoveled into a 
shute, which took them to a 
large wooden vat, where they 
were washed. An elevator then 
took them to the third floor of 


the Mill where they went into 
a large hopper, to be ground 
up for pressing. We bought the 
apples and also did customer 
grinding for anyone, and only 
charged 1¢ a gallon to make 
their cider! 

The present home of Alan 
Gardy was our barn where we 
kept cows and horses. Fifty 
feet from the present Gardy 
home there was a large tank 
house. The building housed 12 
tanks that held a little over 5,- 
000 gallons of cider. It was 
stored there until it was ready 
to be made into apple jack. 


At the foot of the hill was 
the distillery. The lay out was 
perfect for this operation, as 
all cider ran to the tank house 
by gravity and from the tank 
house to the distillery by the. 
same force. We made 16-32 
gallon barrells of apple jack 
a day. When we had about 100 
barrells ready, the  gaugers 
would come from Harrisburg 
and test the liquor. They then 
would put a stamp over the 
pump and the liquor was ready 
to be shipped to Baltimore, 
Maryland. In Baltimore it 
would be aged and colored with 
charcoal, before being sold. 

It was quite a thriving busi- 
ness in its day. It was hard 
work but it was fun. (The 
apple jack was good, too!) 

(Ed note—It’s interesting to 
note that the Fanny Chapman 
Memorial swimming pool is 
located on ground that original- 
ly was one of the apple or- 
chards. Mr. Corsner told us 
that after apple pressing sea- 
son, they raised mushrooms 
for shipment to New York, but 
that's another story.)

We're sorry we missed you 
last month, but just to keep the 
record straight, we're going to 
give you two tests this month 
for the price of one. 


We first drove down to 
Jenkintown and visited with 
HARRY DAGER at WAL- 
LER MOTORS, who informed 
us that he had had the Mark 
II *A", ready for over a month 
— needless to say, we began 
looking it over with red faces. 

However, once we began, we 
soon found that an “MGA by 
any other name is still an 
MGA.” The first of the "A" 
series MG was introduced in 
1956. Now, six years later, we 
find the body is still the same 
with three exceptions. One, the 
tail lights are larger; two, the 
parking lights are larger; and 
three, the grille is inset. Don't 
be mistaken, just because MG 
doesn't believe in changing 
their body design every three 
or four years does not mean 
this car is outdated; it is still 
a style setter. 

The interior is also “stand- 
ard." The dash consists of a 
tach, speedometer, fuel guage, 
oil pressure guage and water 
temperature gauge all conven- 
iently located directly in front 
of the driver. All switches are 
easily available and clearly 
marked. The seats are of the 
firm bucket-type construction 
and there was adequate should- 
er and leg room for even the 
both of us. 


Once under way on the open 
road, we found: the “big plus” 
in the Mark II, PEP! The 1622 
cc engine delivers alot of get up 
and eo in all four gears. While 
it doesn't really “come alive” 
until it reaches 3000 RPM, it 
doesn't waste anytime getting 
to this magic figure. For ex- 


aniple, in fourth gear we found 
these ratios: 

50 mph @ 2650 R.P.M. 

60 mph @ 3150 R.P.M. 

65 mph @ 3500 R.P.M. 

Consequently you are just as 
much at home on the turnpike 
as you are in city traffic. Fact- 
ually, the reason for this is that 
the engine is developing 90 
B.H.P. at 5500 R.P.M. 

The ride itself has been 
greatly improved upon and is 
no longer a jarring experi- 
ence. An improved suspension 
system allows a smooth but not 
a soft feel of the road. Due to 
"rack and pinion" steering, the 
"Mark II” is a cornering genius 
and allows the driver to be a 
“drifting expert.” 

Summing up, the “new” 
1600 MGA Mk. II is more 
car than the low price tag indi- 
cates. It is the ultimate answer 
for the person who wants a 
“beefy sports car” at a reason- 
able price.

PENNSYLVANIA'S GAME 
COMMISSION 


Long before history was re- 
corded, the fields and forests of 
what is now Pennsylvania 
abounded with game. For un- 
counted generations, the Indians 
had depended upon these animals 
and birds for food, for clothing 
and for shelter, and, after the 
arrival of the first white men, 
for trade. In fact, during the 
first half of the 18th Century, 
the French and English traders 
fought so bitterly for this fur 
trade that the stakes became the 
land itself. 

In the beginning, it seemed as 
if the supply of bear, deer, elk, 


wild turkey, grouse and all other 
wild life would last forever. Lit- 
tle thought was paid to the time 
some of them would be no more. 
Every day was open season for 
the man with a gun, and most 
men had one, until in time cer- 
tain species became extinct. An 
example of this occurred in Nov- 
ember 1867 when one Jim Jacobs, 
a full blooded Indian, killed the 
last of Pennsylvania’s native elk. 
And so the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission was created to pro- 
tect, propagate, manage and pre- 
serve game, fur-bearing animals 
and protect birds of the State 
and to enforce the laws of the 
Commonwealth relating thereto.

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world everywhere were devel- 
oping the habit of making 
summer: visits to springs and 
baths. These visits were in the 
early days chiefly to drink the 
waters. Accommodations were 
made for bathing, but unless 
this was an absolute necessity 
for one with a completely dis- 
eased body, one didn't bathe! 
To be immersed in water was a 
traumatic experience in those 
days! But from far and wide 
the people came. Before a hotel 
existed, the fashionables took 
board or rented a house in 
Bristol for the "watering sea- 
son". 

In 1807 Bristol grew to new 
heights as a resort. A Dr. 
Joseph Minnick bought the pro- 
perty, improved the accommod- 
ations for those who came "to 
take the waters" and by 1810 
had constructed a beautiful 
frame hotel. In addition to this, 
he laid out a race track on the 
adjoining grounds and this 
really gave the Midas touch to 
an already popular place. The 
fame of the Bristol Bath 
Springs spread to every corner 
of the world. Wealth and fash- 
ion thronged from far and 
wide. Statesmen, diplomats, 
sporting kings, . . . the elite 
came to meet. Bristol came to 
be the center of the fashion 


world. There was Senor Sarmi- 
ento, the Spanish Consul-Gen- 
eral at Philadelphia, Don De 
Osnis, the Spanish Minister to 
the United States, Joseph Bon- 
aparte, brother to Napoleon, 
along with Prince Murat, . . . 
and countless others. 

After the Treaty of Ghent in 
1815 the Bath Springs reached 
their crowning glory. A great 
ball was given at the Bath 
Spring Hotel to celebrate the 
end of the War of 1812. The 
place was brilliant with festoons 
and flags; Chinese lanterns 
glimmering in trees; bountiful 
supper and champagne at 4 o' 
clock in the morning . . . and 
“stately belles danced the 
minuet with distinguished army 
and navy officers . . . States- 
men, congressmen and foreign 


representatives sat side by 
side." 
Then the death knell for 


Bristol's Baths sounded . . . an 
Act of Legislature closed the 
race-track. The sparkle that 
had attended the Bath Springs 
of Bristol began to decline.

Perhaps from that 
step some fashionable foot of 
a faded day of glory took its 
first dip into the celebrated 
Baths of Bristol!

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thereafter, at the same hour, it is to be taken away, then pow- 
dered, and give to the child every day thereof some little into the 
child's food, and the disease vanishes. 


When a Child is Bewitched — Cut three corners of a table 
edge from below, of every chip add a grain of salt, a bit of bread, 
also a little of a buck's beard. All this do noiselessly, and sus- 
pend on the child's neck with a little unbleached yarn, during an 
uneven hour, and with these words call the child's name three 
times, saying, this I suspended for ransom's sake. 


For Epilepsy — Take some part of the hind leg of a calf, 
also part of a bone of a human body from a graveyard; pulver- 
ize both, mix the mass well, and give the patient three points of a 
knife full. If a person is attacked by this disease and falls upon 
the ground, you must let him lie and not touch him. 


For the Hard of Hearing — Take the oil with which the 
bells of churches are greased, and smear it behind the afflicted 
ears, and relief will not fail to come at once. 


To Make Hair Grow Wherever You Choose — Take dog's 
milk and paint the spot therewith wherever you wish hair to 
grow. It will surely grow. 


For Neuritis and Arthritis — When a person has neuralgia 
in the limbs, also palsy and is deformed, catch an ant hill in a 
bag. Boil the same and wrap very warm around the limb. 
Grease also with rain worm oil. 


When a Person Has Imbibed Too Much — Take fungus 
of a linden tree, one-half quart of old wine, one-half quart of 
water, pour on the fungus, let it draw for twenty-four hours and 
drink mornings, noon and evenings thereof one teaspoonful.
